THE CRIMINAL’S RECORD. 

“I would lend a man’a million dollars without a 
penny of security,” said the elder J. Pierpont Morgan 
at a formal inquiry. The financier went on to ex- 
plain that the best security which a man seeking a 
loan could bring into a bank was character. The 
statement was featured in the headlines of all the 
papers. It provoked wide discussion. Character, of 
course, in this definition meant something more than 
copybook honesty. It naturally included capacity. 
The vital element, however, was dependability. 

The value of character is not restricted to economic 
affairs. It expresses itself in almost every relation 
and endeavor. At no other time is its worth so de- 
cisive, perhaps, as on that day in court to which we 
are entitled. When a man is charged with crime and 
circumstantial evidence is strong against him his 
character may then be a priceless asset. Court pro- 
cedure recognizes this fact. 

What of the defendant without character—with a 
record that is a liability instead of an asset; with a 
career which smashes the presumption of innocence

Respectable assistance by citizens, and 
a few more “he-man” prosecutors and 
executive officers instead of so many 
“good fellows,” politicians, and vaccilat- 
ing victims of “fronting” will help solve 
the crime problem without abolishing 
any of our cherished landmarks— 
achieved as they were by untold sacri- 
fice and the blood of our fathers. Many 
persons are accused, and arrested with- 
out “probable caues” as shown by the 
great number of cases dismissed or nolle- 
prossed for lack of evidence, and yet 
our wiseacres of these modern Ku Klux 
Klan days would convict all of them by 
a “presumption of guilt.”

After 30 years as director of the New York Zoolog- 
ical Park, Dr. William T. Hornaday has retired, still 
Warning civilization against the extermination of 
wild life. Mammals, birds and fish are threatened 
with this destruction, he says, unless protective 
measures are taken. That is a warning he has often 
repeated. Perhaps he was born before vast flocks 
of passenger pigeons had vanished from our woods. 
He was near man’s estate when the bison vanished 
from the plains. He has seen the prong-horn ante- 
lope, Once crowding the prairies, dwindle to a few 
scattered bands. The game hogs were worst within 
his time. Motors have brought lake and marsh, 
field and woodland nearer to city hunters. For 
one who loves the fauna of the wild, there is basis 
for a warning. 

But Dr. Hornaday is ever the crusader, with the 
extreme views that go with enthusiasm. Actually, 
many effective protective measures have been taken. 
International treaties, to safe} ard the migratory 
birds; refuges and feeding grounds for these wander- 
ers; State, Federal and private game preserves: Na- 
tional forests, better game laws and a broader sense 
of sportsmanship have helped to offset the increased 
number of hunters, deadlier guns and lack of cover. 
Moreover, men have learned that propagation can 
restore depleted numbers. Fish hatcheries rapidly 
are developing to a point assuring game fish enough 
for all our waters, and the fight against pollution of 
streams gains strength. Game farms also augment 
the natural increase of furred and feathered game. 
We know more of the worth of fish and game for 
food and recreation as the scarcity appears. That 
means we shall guard it better. 

A leader in this fight for conservation has been 
Dr. Hornaday. Not always reasonable in his de- 
mands, his influence cannot be questioned. In his 
old age he should cease to worry, and feel satisfied 
that only through his efforts so much has been ac- 
complished.

Two old giants, Russia and China, are nodding 
their thick and clumsy heads together above a dan- 
gerous brew. A series of articles in the magazine 
“Asia” suggests calamitous consequences of such a 
combination. Thus far, however, the results of the 
Soviet attempt to spread red propaganda among the 
Chinese are more laughable than significant. It has 
been a ponderous and heavy-handed comedy; this 
flirtation of the Slav with the Mongol. 

The Kahn of Tartary visits Georg Tchitcherin, 
Commisar of Foreign Affairs for the Soviet, and 
soberly dresses himself in European garb as a cour- 
tesy to Moscow. The wily Tchitcherin, not to be out- 
done in naive diplomatic gesture, dons a padded coat 
and a Tartar headdress. In Moscow there is a school 
grandiloquently dubbed “The University of the Toil- 
ing East” where young Chinese are taught proletarian 
doctrines. The Kuomintang party of Canton replies 
to a message of brotherly love from Moscow in the 
words “We, the heirs of Sun Yat Sen greet you, 
the heirs of Lenin.” China sends delegates to the 
All-Union Congress of Soviets in Moscow, and Mos- 
cow sends aviators on a cross country flight to 
Peking. - 

Those who view the situation for its dangerous 
potentialities generally accept the Russian theory that 
China is a fertile soil for Bolshevism. Superficially, 
and Russian diplomatic philosophy has proved very 
shallow, this would seem correct. China, like Russia, 
possesses a gigantic mass of illiterates: the coolies 
and farmers corresponding to the Russian peasants. 
But China has none of Russia’s cohesion. The Soviet 
dictatorship has a common denominator with which 
to work. When revolution came it was an All-Russian 
revolution. But can anyone imagine an All-Chinese 
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NO WONDER OUR PRESIDENTS GET TIRED. 
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revolution? No Chinese leader has yet arisen who 
could create a national spirit in that disjointed land. 

The utter lack of racial cohesion among the Chi- 
nese will, we think, prove as great a stumbling block 
to Moscow as it has to the governments at Peking 
and to the Councils’ of the Powers. He who can lead 
China toward monarchism, republicanism, commun- 
ism or anything else is yet to be born.

Carrie was six feet tall, weighed 175 
pounds, had tron gray hair, small black 
eyes, strong arms and would talk for 24 
hours if given a chance.

ol@ symbols of writing.’’* The 
remainder of the collection consists 
of blankets, dresses, sashes, bead 
work, baskets, pottery, silver ani 
turquoise jewelry, musical instru- 
ments and rattles used in Indian 
religious ceremonials and other ar- 
ticles used in their daily life. 
Work of 50 Tribes. 

The baskets number over 350, 
and represent the work .of nearly 
50 tribes from Point Barrow, jui- 
ting out from Alaska into the Ar>- 
‘tic Ocean, and Attu, the farthest 
'west_island of the Aleutian group, 
down through Alaska, British Co- 
lumbia, Washington, Idaho, Ore- 
‘gon, California, Nevada, Arizona 
and Louisiana. 

“A basket from Alaska,” Con- 
dell explained, “was patterned aft- 
er the communion goblet in the old 
church, and was evidently used for 
drinking wine, as the once bright 
colors have been toned.down to a 
rich bronze. This specimen was in 
possession of the wife of an Indian 
trader in Alaska for more than 3v 
years. 

“A shallow basket tray, made by 
a Paniment Indian of Death Val- 
ley, contains over 32,000 stitches 
and took months to make. A Pomo 
Indian gift or jewel hasket has over 
6500 small colored beads sewed in 
it in the making. 

Then there is a basket jar, called 
ap olla, that has an interesting his- 
tory. When the notorious Apache 
chieftan Geronimo, finally surren- 
dered in 1886, one of the scouts 
named Edward Hayes, took several] 
baskets from Geronimo’s camp, 
that had been made by his squaws. 
This one Hayes gave to his friend, 
Edward Jerry of San Carlos, Ariz:, 
in 1891, and Edward Jerry’s let- 
ter is with the basket. 

Silver Torquoise Jewelry. 

“Few people realize the rarity 
and value of the fine 61d blankets 
woven by the Navajo Indians of 
New Mexico and Arizona, some of 
the finest weaving being in the 
single and double saddle blankets. 
They also wove very fine squaw 
dresses. The desirable old speci- 
mens are getting more and more 
difficult to find, nearly all of them 
being now in museumg or private 
collections, and when offered for 
sale the price often runs well up 
into the hundreds of dollars. 

“This collection. shows many 
specimens of the fie old blankets 
and in addition to the Navajo 
weaving there are also Acama, 
Zuni and Hopi weaving, in dresses 
and sashes. Most of this weaving 
is from 35 to 150 years old. _ 

“There is a good collection of old 
silver and turpuoise jewelry, rings, 
bracele mecklaces, belts, ear 
rings, wrist guards, and other sil- | 
ver ornaments, nearly all of which 
was made by Navajo Indian silver- 
smiths out.of Mexicar coin silver. ‘ 

“The Navajo Indians are the 
great silver workers of the South- 
west, and their old jewelry, much 
set with native turquoise, is ar- 
tistic and much sought aftq. 

Deer Bone Breast Shield. 

“The pottery shown consists of 
the best old work of the pottery | 
makers of San Juan, Santa Clara, | 
Cochiti, Sante Domingo, Zia, La- 
peuna, Acama, and Zuni, New Mex- 
Tico, and Hopi and Maricopa, Ari- | 
zona. There is also pottery made. 
by the Navajo Indians and some 

prehistoric pieces from New Mex- 
ico. 

“In the collection of bead work 
there is,an Indian peaded bridle 
that was picked up on the battle- 
field of the Little Big Horn the day 
after the Custer massacre in May, 
1876. | 

“There is a long beckweed worn 
by a Sioux Indian made of beads 
and nearly 100 buffalo teeth; neck- 
laces of beads and deer bones: and 
a Sioux breast shield or ornament 
made of 138 deer bones. As they | 
only got two bones from a went, 
one from each front leg; 69 deer | 
were killed to get enough bones 
for this 6ne shield.”

Commonwealth doesn't even care how they go about it to 
serve the labor movement. One can, if one wishes, make a 
special study of statistics and their significance, together with 
shorthand and typewriting to fit himself or herself for secretarial 
work in the unions; one can specialize if one so wishes in labor jour- 


nalism or in labor laws. 


Or if one wishes to make a life-work of 


“soap-boxing”’ that’s his business. The college simply seeks to help 
him find out laws and facts before he starts to spell-bind. 


The students boss the faculty—as the Wobbly incident shows, and 
sometimes, when an undergraduate (it's hard to use that word) falis 
down in study, the faculty bosses bim. But the big boss around the 
place is the industrial manager. He is Ernest Koch, a student in 
the school who directs the labor of his fellow students and his 
teachers during the allotted four hours daily. Koch came from 
Oregon.

HICAGO. — What 
Edward Washington 
Bucken wanted was 
some kind of di- 
voree in a hurry.

But last October the 
Claridge Hotel was raided and the wealthy 
broker was found in a bedroom adjoining 
that of Mrs. Lida E. Granger, who had al- 
ready attracted Mrs. Bucken’s notice as a 
likely co-respondent. Mrs. Bucken had then 
got busy with her lawyers aad, although 
she had successfully resisted her husband's 
divorce petitions in the past, she now be- 
came keenly covetous of an official separate 
Maintenance decree with a fat allowance. 
Bucken saw his romance with Mrs. Granger 
going glittering. Once before he had 
seen it fade away when Mrs. Granger was 
still Mrs. Wheeler. He was determined that 
he should not lose her to another man a 
second time. He must have a divorce at 


cnce. Wherefore he took himeelf to 
Mexico, where the divorce mills have 
been grinding overtime of late. P. 8S.—He 


got the divorce. 


Now it has become a notorious fact, wide- 
ly heralded among domestic malcontents, 
that divorces are easy to get in the sunny 
republic of the Southwest. Beyond the slight 
inconvenience of a nice sight-seeing trip 
they hardly cause any inconvenience at all. 
It is scarcely necessary in some states even 
to mention any grounds. The mere fact 
that a divorce is wanted is enough. And 
cheap! Getting rid of a husband or wife is 
merely a matter of loosening up to the ex- 
tent of $12.50 to 75. The best part of it 
is, too, that under the articles of comity 
of nations, Mexican divorces are usually 
recognized as valid in this country or any 
Other country enjoying diplomatic relations 
with the land of Villa and the Aztecs. Or- 
dinarily, then.

The result of this unexpected develop- 
ment has been to draw more attention to 
the Mexican divorce courts and divorce laws 
than all the ‘tourist’ advertising Mexico 
has been doing recently in drawing Ameri- 
can divoree trade away from Paris and 
Reno. The prominence of all parties con- 
cerned and certain aepects of the case, ro- 
tmaantic even if the principals were past 50 
years of age, excited widespread interest in 
the personal side of the affair, of course. 
But far more absorbing have been the lega! 
phases of the mixup which Qave drought 
inquiries for detaile pouring into the office 
of Lioyd A. Faxon, chief of counsel for 
Bucken. Not only scores of wealthr Chi- 
cagoans, interested in Bucken’s predicament 
for reasohse of their own, are watching the 
outcome, but numerous attorneys have 
closely followed the maneuvers in Faxon’'s 
fight to prove the Mexican divorce valid. In 
order to clear his course of poseibie future 
enags, Faxon is now in Mexico conducting a 
thorough investigation into the divorce laws 
as promulgated and practiced in the Mexican 
states of Morelos, Sonora and Tabasco. 


HE three states—Morelos, Sonora 
and Tabasco—as all may have 


heard. are those which have come to 


be most widely celebrated for their 
divorce facilities. It may be an act 
cf unjust discrimination to place them 
abead of Yucatan and Sinaloa in this 


respect. for certainly no courts could be 
more accommodating than those of Yucatan 
and Sinaloa, but, granting that other things 
re equal, the three states first named ap- 
pear to have the edge as far as publicity is 


concerned. In all of them the matter of 
residence is quite negligible. In all, the 
grounds upon which the 
marriage knot may be un- 


tied are equally negligible. 
In all of them the speed 
of the untyring process is 80 
remarkable that “a divorée 
while you wait” slogan has 
earned a place in the tour- 
ist literature forwarded to 
prospective travelers. And 
overtures to American pat- 
ronage are apparent in the 
added note that ‘specia! fa- 
cilities will be provided for 
foreigners.’’ In short, it is 
clear that revolutions are 
becoming passe in Mexico 
and that the divorce busi- 
ness is the coming indus- 
The fame of Paris and 
Reno is obscured. ‘Paris 
is too siow,” says the di- 
vorce voyager. and adds 
‘On to Mexico!”

Bucken and his first wife. Clara. were 
married in New York in 1893. There was 


born one child, Edna May, now Mrs. Moss. 
of Los Angeles. In 1901, as has been told, 
the Buckens entered into a separation agree- 
ment and lived apart for 17 years. In 1918. 
Cue to intercession of the daughter, they 
resumed life together and came to Chicago, 
where Bucken obtained a membership in the 
Chicago Board of Trade and rose rapidly in 
finance.

There was an- 
other separation and five years later Bucken 
ened for divorce on grounds of desertion.

At last there came word from Bucken. A 
telegram to Faxon stated that he had ar- 
rived in Mexico on November 5. had estab- 
lished a residence in Cuernavaca. in the 
State of Moreios, and filed for a divorce on 
December 24, and had been granted a decree 
on February 24. Mrs. Granger had obtained 
a divorce at the same time and piace, and 
the two subsequently had been married in 
San Antonio, Texas. 

[t was about the middle of last March 
when they returned to Chieago to find the 
trouble they had sought to escape had 
grown by leaps and bounds. The broker 


found himself unable to operate om the 
Board of Trade because of fear of being an 
rested on the ne exeat writ and the two fle¢ 
to Fort Wayne.

his Mexican divorce preceded 
lasuance of the separate main- 
tenance decree awarded to his first 
wife and is therefore valid. An appeal 
has been taken on the validity question and 
further proceedings on the bigamy charge 
are now waiting on the ruling of the Ap- 
pellate Court. Superior Judge Sabath al- 
ready has beld the Mexican decree invalid, 
and here, in substance, are his reasons for 
so doing, as set forth in a lengthy opinion: 

If Bucken had gone to Mexico and regu- 
larly established a residence while no pro 
ceedings were pending against him in this 
country there would have been no question 
about the legality of the Cuernavaca decree. 
It was obtained in full accordance with the 
law of Morelos. But Bucken went there 
knowing that a separate maintenance suit 
was pending and, although no service had 
been had on the ne exeat writ, it is proba- 
ble he knew it had been issued. 

“It would be a surrender of our sover 
eignty,” continues Judge Sabath’'s opinion, 
“if we gave recognition to a decree of a 
foreign state, which would have the effeet of 
nullifying proceedings in our own jurisdie 
tion, commenced iong before the jurisdiction 
of the foreign state was invoked, especially 
when that foreign decree is relied upom by

felt. the Elks needed a spur to enjoyment, 
he organized the Elks’ Army and Navy, a 
burlesque army and navy of which he was 
made commander-in-chief, hence the ‘‘Gen- 
eral’; and he married three beautiful Texas 
girls. 

A few weeks ago the General woke up 
one morning and found that at 74 pleasure 
bad outdistanced him. Pursue it though he 
would, he couldn't catch up with it. Old age 
that he scoffed at, that he’d said would 
never conquer him, had beaten him at last. 
Billy Patterson, the gay old fellow who had 
trief to make life one rare joke after an- 
other, who had tried to burlesque every- 
thing he came in contact with, who perpe- 
trated farce after farce in successful efforts 
to amuse himself and everybody around 
him, was licked at last.

The 
General, to help this along, was making 
Money. He had got into the insurance 
business, and it seems he possessed 
everything a gentleman who follows that 
business is supposed to need. He was called 
& “good mixer,’ he was popular, he was 
ehergetic. He made several thousand dol- 
lars every year. Keeping up his insurance 
business, he also got into the wholesale drug 
trade. And he made more money. 


But as time went on it didn't appear 
that he was peculiarly fitted for a domestic 
life, including a wife and three babies. Din-

So it became his practice to 
wear a gray wig during business hours and 
thishome But upon gayer and more fes- 
tive Occasions he put the gray Wig away 
for more somber moments and placed upon 
his head a wig of glistening black. 

He thought so well of his wigs that he 
mMmediately set out and organized tbe 
Toupee Club, eligible members being 
men who needed an artificial covering to 
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THE GENERAL, in “‘civies.”’

And then the General had his great idea.

Arrived at the hotel, the General found 
on a table in his suite 12 quarts of excel- 
lent whisky, all of different brands. For the 
manager, not knowing what kind his notc- 
worthy guest most favored, had placed a 
dosen of the best brands at the General's 
disposal, in the hope that one would be to 
his liking. 

Now, like a true diplomat, the General 
announced he wished to show no favoritism: 
furthermore, he didn't wish to offend his 
host; therefore, the decent thing to do and 
by far the easiest and most pleasant way out

] T WAS about this time the Genera! found 
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reason for having money was to spend it, 
and spend it he did. His friends fairly 
thronged the place. The parties generated 
so much noise that the police came to the 
General's door on several occasions to 
investigate. 

One night last year there was an excep- 
tionally merry time on at the General's 
home. The police raided it. The General 
raised a row, refused to submit to the offi- 
cers, and they finally clubbed him.

When the 
General was arrested he was wearing a black 
wig. His trousere were of the balloon 
variety. 

It wasn’t long after this that the Gen- 
eral’s second wife sued him for divorce. She 
said he had been crue] to her. The General 
denied his wife's allegations, but didn't ap- 
pear in court. He gave her their home and 
$30,000, it is said. And it is also related 
he spent three times that much on her 
during the eight years they were married. 

For the second time Patterson left his 
home in the hands of a divorced wife. This 
time he moved into a bachelor’s apartment. 
He announced that from now on he would 
“live for his friends.”’
